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4. L. | Talked with Bernard Fensterwald,
staff of the Administrative Practice and Procedure Subcommittee of Senate
Judiciary Committee, concerning the wiretap bills. He indicated that
Senator Long's bill (the Administration's bill) is clearly dead and that
in all likelihood the full Committee would report out the McClellan bill,
S.675. Fensterwald indicated it is pos sible that the Committee, for other
reasons, might report the Hruska bill which is very similar to the
McClellan bill except that it does not have in it the wording changes
desired by NSA and CIA as does the Long bill and the McClellan bill.

TFensterwald also stated that as recently as ten days ago, Senat or Hart

was still expressing considerable concern about the uncontrolled activities
of CIA. '
